Forgetting othn cauipulgns and other years, liie 
editor of the Evcnifig Post iti 1914 trusted to the 
hoiieslv and lhi> sincerity of Mr. ]$e(dihani and 
I'ercy llaly and Joilowed llieni in the successful 
campaign whieh Mr. Beckhnin made for United 
Slates Senator. 

.Mr. lU'ckliaiii mid Mr. llaly \<\U'\\ tlini, as tliev 
\ii\o\\ now, lliat Ihe Kveninj? J'ost was oi)po.scd to 
Btate wide prohibition of the liquor traffic. Tin 
Kveniitjn I'ost had every reason to believe that .Mr
